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Omr CHARTER PROVISIONS AND STATE I/AWS 
RELATING TO SGHOOIiS. 

Section 128, Oakland City Charter, provides that the school fund 
shall consist of all moneys received from the state and county school 
fund, of all moneys arisingr from taxes which shall be levied annually 
by the Council for school purposes, of all moneys arising from sale, 
rent or exchange of any of the school property and such other moneys 
as may from any source whatever be paid into the school fund. 

By the general law (Section 1576, Political Code), Which super- 
sedes all conflicting charter provisions, each incorporated city consti- 
tutes a school district under our common school system, except that 
''the Board of Supervisors of the county in which said district Is located 
may include more territory than the remainder of the district or dis- 
tricts from which the city was organized, whenever a petition for such 
purpose is presented to them, signed by a majority of the heads of 
families residing in such additional territory, as shown by the last 
preceding school census; and such outside territory shall be deemed to 
be a part of said city for all matters connected with the School Depart- 
ment thereof, for the annual levying and collecting of the property tax 
for the school fund of said city and for all purposes specified in Sec- 
tions 1880 to 1888, inclusive, of this code." 

The Board of Education is required to pay all moneys collected by 
them from any source whatever for school purposes into the County 
Treasury, to be placed to the credit of the school fund of the city. . 

This Is paid out in detail through the county offices, though an at- 
tempt was made by amendment to the code to provide for the draw* 
ing out of the County Treasury in a lump sum all school monejrs appor- 
tioned to any city therein, but this amendment Was declared unconsti- 
tutional In the case of Bruch vs. Colombet, 104 Cal., 847. 

Provision for the maintenance of the high schools is mlkde by Sec- 
tion 1670 of the Political Code and amendments thereto, under which 
a special city tax levy is made; and, in addition thereto, by a special 
Act of the Legislature, approved March 6, 1905, under which a tax, de» 
termined by estimating the amount required at $15.00 per pupil In 
average daily attendance In all the duly established high schools of the 
State for the last preceding school year, is levied for the benefit and 
support of regularly established high schools of the State, to be known 
as the State High School fund.
